In every progressive American city 
v 
men are being 
divided 
into 
two 
classes—the 
“booster” 
and 
the 
town knocker.” In the movement of 
city planning and building the town 
knocker has been caricatured in many 
poses and has at so become a char­ 
acter of editorial comment and dis­ 
cussion. says Chalmers Pancost in 
the Tradesman. 
In an address made recently be­ 
fore the Cincinnati Commercial As­ 
sociation Hugh Chalmers, the Detroit 
automobile manufacturer, defined the 
“booster” and the “knocker” without 
wasting words. “A booster,” he said. 
“is the fellow who does all he can 
for all the people he can, for the 
longest time he can, and leaves the 
rest to t»od. A knocker is made to 
hang on the outside of a door—and 
for heaven's sake let it hang there.” 
A big fight was made against the 
knocker in Cincinnati through a cam 
paign conducted by the Tom Develop­ 
ment Company to build up a boosting 
oiganization. The fight 
was 
made 
through large posters headed “The 
Town Knockers," through newspaper 
editorials and squads of men going 


out among the knockers and pulling J 
them into line. 
Battles are being waged in other 
cities, not to run the knocker out of 
tovn, but to win him, and change him 
into a booster. When this is done he 
9 
boosts just jus hard as he knocked. 
The greatest problem 
confronting 
the fifty-six hundred boosting orga­ 
nizations in the United States today 
is, ‘“How to Win the* Knocker.” He 
cannot be killed off, eliminated or 
abused ;he must be converted into 
a town booster. 
Knockers are the 
negative 
ele­ 
ments in the work of city develop­ 
ment. They are interfering with the 
progress of a nation simply because 
they are ignorant of what is best for 
them. The 
knocker 
is 
continually 
working against his own interests 
and the interests of his town. ‘He is 
more of a detriment to a community 
than its poor. ’He is a 
pauper 
in 
judgment and common sense. 
tin Cincinnati the knocker was won 
by educating himself to be ashamed 
of himself. A clear distinction was 
made between the “knockers” and the 
“kickers” Thousands of handsome en­ 
graved “booster peldges” were dis­ 
tributed to Cincinnatians who should 
have been boosting the 
town. 
The 
booster’s pledge emphasized the point 
that no man has a license to kick or 
complain about lack of progress in 
the town until he has become a boost­ 
er. The license to boost was a li­ 
cense to kick, but no man was given 
a license to knock. On the reverse 
side of the “booster’s pledge,” was a

cense to boost the booster was given 
a license to kick. 
This little scheme met with pop­ 
ular favor, and brought hundreds of 
responses from chronic kickers. The 
cleverness of the idea appealed to 
them and enabled the boosters to se­ 
cure more than 1,500 new members 
for their town development organiza­ 
tion. 
The large sheet 
bulletins, 
sent 
through the mail, demonstrated clear 
ly that the only w a y to stop town 
knocking is to conduct a whirlwind 
campaign to bring all business men 
closer together. Then came the an­ 
nouncement that the town knocker 


had once been called to vote on it, 
which election went by default1 and 
that at different times the former 
council had been lenient in the mat­ 
ter, and that he did not consider the 
police officers to blame in the mat­ 
ter. The city attorney was instructed 
to draw an ordinance repealing the 
present ordinance, and present it at 
the next meeting of tne council. This 
hog question has been one of con­ 
siderable worry to the city authorit­ 
ies, many people complaining about 
unsanitary conditions near them, and 
owners of hogs opposing the enforce­ 
ment of the ordinance. At all events, 
the action of last evening 
indicates 
that, for a time at least, Ada will be 
wide open as far as hogs are con­ 
cerned.

Toulon, France, Sept. 25.—The bat­ 
tleship Liberte was torn apart 
and 
totally destroyed by an explosion of 
her magazine Monday. Between $50 
and 400 officers and men are dead 
or missing. 
The battleship Uepubli 
que was badly damaged and the bat­ 
tleships Democratic and Verite also 
suffered severely from the masses of 
twisted iron and armor plate which 
were hurled upon their decks. 
This is the greatest disaster that 
has ever fallen ui>on the French navy 
and in magnitude is almost without 
precedent in the annals of the'worlds 
fighting ships. The grief which pros­ 
trate the fleet and nation 
is made 
more intense by the memory of the 
recent review here, a notable display 
of France’s naval greatness in which 
the doomed ship was one of the fin­ 
est figures. 
The explosion, which wiped out one 
of France’s newest and most power­ 
ful battleships, occurred 
at 
5:53 
o’clock this morning.

The magazines 
exploded with tremenduous violence, 
strewing death and 
destruction in 
every direction. 
More That Three Hundred Perish. 
While the naval authorities esti­ 
mate the fatalities at 300, it is expec­ 
ted this figure will be exceeded. 
It 
will be necessary to go through the 
ship muster rolls, 
a task of some 
days. before a full list of the victims 
can be prepared. 
A number of men 
already have been extricated 
alive 
from the fantastically torn and twis­ 
ted mass of wreckage which one was 
the Liberte, and the hope is strong 
that there are others within the bro­ 
ken hulk who can be reached. 
Exactly trom what cause or when 
the fire broke out has not been es­ 
tablished, but it is believed it had 
smouldered for hours. Of the vessel’s 
full complement 
of 
742, 
Captain 
Jaurs, brother of socialist leader, and 
the second officer in command, both 
were ashore on leave, as well os 140 
officers and men. 
The command of 
the ship devolves upon 
the senior 
.lieutenant, who perished.
